The 
World  BibliO'Traphical  and  ^dbrary  Center  vdll  bo  the  body  orijiarily  re- 
sponsible J'or  in^intaininy  proji^r  connections  be"CT/;eun  these  sijecial  librtri 
and  bibliographical  survices  anb  others  in  the  'ivorld  system. 

Archives  are  necessarily  of  moro  localized  char^cicter  than  libraries,  y^t 
they  have  imoortence  as  serving  tno  cbiectiv^js  of  Ui\ibeCO  in  freedom  of 
access  to  information  and  the  ciiHusion  of  knoT/i/ledge.     It  is  th^ra^ore 
recomnended  that  Ul'IbSCO  include  c  rciiives  in  the  c^ttention  y/.:ich  it  gives 
libraries.     Some  of  the  forms  vvaicn  this  attention  .,i\ay  take  are  the  fol- 
lowing:

UNESCO  should  oncoun-.g-'  or  undertal-co  the  production  of  vvorld  or 
re^^ional  ^xaion  lists  of  oeri'vio.ic-:d  hclainps  to  supplement  ..nd  aid 
the  coineilaticn  of  seo-rato  nation  !  lists. 

As  ti/vo  iinniediato  ent^^rurises  it  is  recomaiended  (l)  that  the  World 
Bibliogrcphic- 1  ;:nd  Library  Center  shoula  prop.a-a  a  check  list 
of  all  poriodic:.!  and  seriel  public-.tions  oi  what^v^^r  date,  indi- 
cating sufficient  hol';dn?s  to  assist  in  the  irruaediato  task  of  fill- 
ing gaps  and  f acilitrjting  inter-li'iorary  oxch- ngo,  and  (k)  the  Com- 
mittee proposes  th'-  ini;io'"ii;  to  os  Co.blishinont  under  UwLoCO  ausjDices 
of  lists  of  peiiodicj'ls  supprossed,  tuia:)Oia.ril7  suapondod,  or 
which  changed  their  titles  or  lora,  •.urinp  th^  v/ar.  end  cdso  of 
periodicols  pablj.shed  for  tae  first  tiiae  auring  the  iiur. 

UNESCO  should  also  undortoke  Lho  pif-'lication  of  select  bibliogra- 
phies of  periodicals. 

In  addition  to  .;et:..blishing  stendards  :  s  pr  jijosed  belovj,  UWESCO 
should  encour;-.gc  or  undertake  the  ;;ublication  of  v/orld  lists  of 
abbreviations  of  poriodicJ.  titles,  especially  of  those  that  >.tre 
too  much  ebbroviatea  to  be  rec  •■anizable. 

b .  Ma.1or  Biblioaraphicgl  viorks  to  be  Cre^-.tea  or  xiovived. 

The  oublication  jf  bibliographic-- 1  reference  ivorks  v'/hich  :.re  not 
currently  being  produced  satisf ;xctoril3'"  should  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  UNESCO,  provided  the.t  UI\iiioCO  may  assign  such  projects 
to  other  boaies  foi-  execution.

Aiiiong  works  of  this  vsort  v^hicn  are  urgently  required  are  cri- 
tical subject  bibliographies,  regular  surveys  of  liberc.ture  in 
specialized  fieldsj  indexes  and  contents  lists  of  Doriocicals. 

The  Library  Section  should  collaoorale  y.ith  tiie  Puolication  Sec- 
tion of  Ui\ijiSCO  in  the  preparation  of  gener&l  ■'■orlcs  oi  reici'ence 
such  as  "iviinerva"  or  "Index  Gen  oralis". 

3.  CLASSIFICATION  3TAMI;aRDS 

Several  standards  of  classif ica.tion  are  currently  in  use,  notably 
Dewey,  Library  of  Congress,  U.D.C,    UNESCO  shaiild  inaintain  an  active 
interest  in  classification  and  vdll  aicourage  and  as  far  as  possible 
assist  work  of  revision  an;i  coordination,  and  v.ill  on  its  own  account, 
in  collaboration  vath  eicisting  international  bodies,  investigate  the 
possibilities  of  prodi;.cing  a  universally  agreed  systeiii  of  classifica- 
tion. 

4.  ST>^^DivRDIZATION        £IdLIOGR..P/IIC^L  Mr!;THOD 

UNESCO  ^dll  be  intiaiv.taly  concern.;a  with  bibliogra.jhical  laothods, 
either  as  promoter  or  as  act-ual  producer  of  bibliographical  works. 
It  is  certain  that  unless  gener;.'lly  recogniKed  standards  prevail  the 
development  of  national  or  other  bidliogra'Piics  as  envisaged  in  para- 
graphs 1  and  2  '-bove  ?dll  result  in  considerable  confusion  and  great 
waste  of  tl.ie  and  monc^/  in  central  institutions  responsible  for  coor- 
dinating works  produced  originally  according  to  dixiering  systems. 

UNESCO  should  convene  a  conference  in  close  consultation  vdth  the  bodies 
now  engaged  on  bibliographical  studies  i,o  ^:repare  an  interna'cioni.  1  code 
of  bibliographical  technique,     a  siniilar  conference  .vhould  be  convened 
to  stciindardize  the  type  of  cataloaing  codes  sud table  for  dif  f ex  ent 
t;^rpes  of  libraries o 

UNESCO  should  also  consider  questions  of  techjiieue  of  publication,  format 
title  pages,  paper  aualities,  etc.  insoi'ar  e.s  thv-y  are  relevant,  and 
also  should  consider  thvj  standardization  oi  tenainology  with  a  view  to 
the  public'-'tion  of  polyglot  glossailes. 

5 .  OTHER  PUBLICATIONS  ; 

a.     Frec[Uent  and  ui-gent  representation  have  been  made  by  vrorkers  in 

the  various  fields  Lhat  the  bibliographical  and  cbstractins  sources 
are  inadequate  and  duplicate  Ou.ch  other  unnecessarily.  Several 
sections  of  UNESCO  are  iuaking  reco^iuaendations  in  this  field.  It 
should  be  the  responsibility-  of  the  Vvorld  Bibliographical  and  Li- 
brary Center  to  viork  tovrarci  coordination  of  existing  indexes  and 
abstracting  journels  in  order  to  proviae  thoi'ough  coverage  with 
a  minimum  of  vdinecessarv  -iupli cation.

UNESCO  should  publish  £■  bibliography  of  translations  published  in 
periodicals  or  in  uook  form  and  should  stuoy  the  ..ossibility  of 
maintaining  a  register  of  unpublished  translations. 

UNESCO  should  encour-.ge  puolictation  of  abstracts  in  ohe  official 
languages  of  the  United  Hations  to  acconipany  articles  published 
in  other  langxiages.

The  report  of  the  iiieetin.j  of  the  Prspc.rLitor;'  ■'-^oniinission  provides 
■priori tj'  "B"  to  Jiicterision  o.t"  Public  Library  services.     To  iinpl ement 
this  recorjiTiendation  the  I'ollovving  specific  suggestions  :;re  offered 
ior  discussion.     It  is  believed  thc'-.t  cll  of  the  f ollov.in^";  suggestions 
can  be  put  into  effect  pranptly  on  a  relatively  sinall  scale  and  that 
they  should  provide  concrete  results  upon  v/hich  future  planriing  might 
be  based: 

1.  Consulting  otaff.     It  is  oroposed  that  UKLSCO  engige  one  or  more 
consultants  on  Public  Library  Service,  vcho  "will  be  avail.-ible  for 
loan  to  participating  ^'overnrriints ,  and  Viho  vdil  help  governments 
requesting  their  service  in  pl.-..niiing  and  developing  general  Public 
Library  services  to  lit  ti:eir  0'«n  special  conditions. 

2.  One  of  tae  over-cll  objectives  saould  be  the  collection  and  dj.s- 
se:::ination  oi  statistica  about  lior-.ry  services  on  all  levels.  It 
is  suggested  thc':t  the  collection  of  statistics  oe  begun  by  engaging 
personnel  v/hen  and  ._i,s  required  in  connection  "-.ith  consulting  oro- 
grpjns  outlined  above,  and  that  cs  soon  as  feasible  a  v^orld-vvide 
system  of  saandardizod  statistics  be  developed. 

3.  Anitorican  experience  indicates  that  one  of  th^  most  effective  methods 
for  arousin?  intt.rest  in  P^uclic  Libri..ry  services  is  to  rovide 
small-scale  demonstration  progr.  ns.    It  is  believed  that  ;■  few 
modest  demon stra tion  programs  '/vould  be  a  mos'o  eif^^ctive  and  prac- 
ticable means  for  starting  stich  service  :.nd  for  publicizing  the 
value  of  public  libraricd  in  tne  cooperating  countries. 

4.  Training  of  personnel  is  covered  in  other  sections.    However,  if 
the  aemonstration  programs  are  successful,  it  \;oulu  be  T.ell  to 
have  personnel  trained  to  tne  level  required  for  tne  continuation 
of  bookv.-agon  and  simil:,.r  service  'ivhen  the  dem.  on  at  ration  program,  is 
completed.     To  this  end  it  j.s  suggested  taat,  if  poss?lble,  local 
personnel  be  attached  to  the  person  op  or:,  ting  the  demonstration 
progr-mn  so  that  it  serves  r.s  a  training  progr^mi  :ie  ivell  as  a  library/" 
extension  demonstri; tion  progr.mi.
